DISTILLERY. 
. KIRKLISTON; Decemsrr 20. 1785. 

A’ a Meeting of the Farmers in the parith of Kirklifton, called to- 

gether by public advertifement, for the purpofe of confidering the 
prefent {tate of the laws relating to the Diftillery, Mr Tuomas ALLAN 
in the Chair, the following Refolves were unanimoufly adopted : 

_ L. The members of this meeting cannot be perfiaded, that adminiftra- 
tion could ever ferioufly intend to countenance any tegulation of police, that 
had a neceflary tendency to hurt the community at large, and to dimi- 
nifh the national revenue; therefore, if fuch meafires have been adopted, 
it can only, in their opinion, bave been occafioned by fome mifinforma- 
tion with regard to faéts that do not come withig the {phere of their ob- 
fervation, but of men in high ftations: Hetite tne perfons at this meet- 
ing, conceive it to be their duty, difpaffionately to ftate to the publicauch 
facts, relating to this fubjeét, as confitt witli their own knowledge, that 
the Legiflature may be thus enabled to perceive what meafures would be" 
beft calculated to remove the evilsthat exift. From thefe confiderations, 
they are induced to reprefent, ! 

Il. ‘That it confifts with the perfeét knowledge of every individual 
member of this meeting, ‘I’hat in confequence of fome new regulations that 
were adopted about the beginning of latt winter, with regard to the man- 
ner of coilecting the duties on malt fPirits diftilled in Scotland, a very 
great number of men, who had for many years followed the bufinefs of 
Dittillers, ina regular manner, to a confiderable extent, were obliged, at 
a very inconvenient feafon of the year, to abandoti that bufinefs entire- 
ly, and found themfelves reduced to the hard neceffity of then felling off, 
at a very inadequate price, the ftock of grain and cattle they had provid- 
ed in their ordinary courfe of bufinefs. j 

Ill. That in confequence of this meafure, the price of barley fell, in 
the courfe of a few weeks, from about eighteen fhillings per bgll to twelve; 








and fo fmall was the demand for this article, even at thiseduced price, 
that i it was ee difficulty grain could be fold at all.

The demand for barley is inconfiderable, though it is well known that 
the prefent crop of that grain here, is not a good one, In confequence 
of this diminifhed demand, every member of this mecting is fubjeéted to 
eat hardfhips; and, they in general find, that if things fhall be al- 
owed to continue long in this fate, they will be unalle to perform the 
ftipulations they have entered into with their landlords or to pay fuch a 
rent, as they otherways could eafily have done. 

V. This Meeting begs leave to lay before the public a faét that comes 
within their knowledge, that, till of late years, there were two common 
brewers, and two di(tillers-in this parifh, who carried on thefe branches 
of bufinefs to a confiderable extent, but who have been obliged to give 
over thefe branches of bufinefs, on account of the rigorous dine 
adopted by the Commiflioners of Excife in colleétng the duties; and 
gaugers of indifferent charafters were fent to furvey them, watchmen 
placed in their ftill-houfes night and day, Exchequer profecutions threat- 
ened, and other aéts of oppreffion ufed that obliged them to abandon that 
bufinefs, and feck another; although they had been at a great expence in 
building houfes, and purchafing utenfils, that are at prefent going inte 
ruin, on account of their not being ufed, to the great prejudice of the 
owners, and alfo to the great lofs of the farmer$in this parilh, as thefe 
diftillers bought the greateft part of their barley, ° 

VI. ‘The members of this meeting are informed, and many of them 
have'accefs to know it is a truth, that fince the forementioned regulation 
took place, the fmuggling of foreign fpirits along every part of the coaft, 
has increafed to a moft alarming degree, and is now carried, they believe, 
to an extent that never was known before; fo that the agriculture and 
manufaétories of this country are difcouraged, and they cannot doubt but 
the national revenue mutt be greatly diminifhed by this injudicious regu- 
lation. 

Vil. The members of this meeting have alfo good accefs to know, 
that fince the regulation complained of took place, the number of unen- 
tered ftills have been prodigioufly increafed in every part of this country ; 
and though it is believed, that no clafs of men are more difpofed to dif- 
courage frauds on the revenue than farmers.in general, yet in the pre- 
fent cafe, the hardfhips of their fituation are fuch, and thefe hardfhips 
arife from a meafure fo apparently injudicious and arbitrary, that it is 
not to be expeéted they can in this cafe exert themfelves with that de- 
cifive vigour which is natural to them, when their minds are not impref- 
fed with the idea of that unmerited oppreffion to which they think they 
are in this inftance fubjeéted. It is the earneft with of every member of 
this meeting, that fuch meafures may be fpeedily adopted, as thall re- 
move thefe apprehenlions, which have fiuch a natural tendency to induce 
the community at large to wink at tranfgreffions of the revenuc-laws, 
becaufe fhould this be fo long continued as to grow familiar and habitual, 
it would be an evil that could not eafily be redreffed. 

VIil. The members of this meeting are far from prefuming to think 
they are qualified to judge of the meafures that would prove moft effec- 
tual to remove the evils complained of, and therefore avoid entering on 
that quettion at prefent. But as furmifes have gone abroad, that the ob- 
noxious regulation was occafioned by the private machinations of certain 
perfons who withed to promote their own intereft at the public expence ; 
and as the well-being of farmers in general much depends on the obtain- 
ing a fair and equitable fy{tem of laws with regard to the diftillery, they 
think it would much contribute to that end, if the different parifhes 
would appoint delegates to meet from time to time at Edinburgh, to 
watch over the progrefs of any bill for that purpofe, which may be 
brought into Parliament, and to take fuch fteps as they fhall fee proper 
for obtaining fuch a law as, without diminifhing the Revenue, may tend 
to promote the general welfare, and not prove oppreffive to any indivi- 
duals.; With thefe views, this Meeting have chofen Mr Archibald Kid, 
Mr Cumberland Reid, and Mr David Allan, their gelcmtes. or any one 
of them, to meet with the delegates’ of fuch ‘othér parithes as fhall ap- 
prove of this meafure, at the Exchange Cofftehoufe, Edinburgh, on the 
fecond Wednefday of January next, at twelve o'clock noon. And they 
farther agree to contribute their proportion of any expence that may be 
necellary for effedting thefe ends; and they appoint that thefe Refolves 
fhall be publifhed in the Caledonian Mercury, Evening Courant, and 
Edinbargh Advestifer.

cent, at the London Tavern, for the purpofe of taking ino 
confideration the petitions to Parliament for a repeal of the 
fhop-tax ; and alfo, to receive the report from the Committe: 
of a conference held on Friday, the gth of December, ‘with 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer. ; 

Alderman Skinner took the Chair at feven o’clock, antl” o 
“pened tne DulIners OF rhe mecting, by informing the company 
of the fteps thae had been -.be—L—ehell Commitee cowatds 
the defirable end of obtaining a repeal of one of the moltap- 
preflive and partial ct that ever was adopted by any legifla~ 
ture whatever. A rejfort, he obferved, had gone abroad, aod 
was pretty generally believed, that the Miniiter had given fome 
hints of an inclination to repeal the tax ; but the Committee, 
not wifhing to truft to vague reports, authorifed Mr Stock, a 
very intelligent gentleman, and one of their body, to wait’ on 
Mr Pitt, to requeft a conference. a 

Mr Stock accordingly went, and faw Mr Rofe, who promi- 
fed to fpeak to the Minifter, and to fend an anfwer, whether 
he would hold a conference, and on what day. Thrée weeks, 
however, elapfed, before any anfwer came, and then an,ap- 
pointment was made for Friday laft, atten o’clock ‘morning. 

Accordingly bhimfelf, Mr Stock, Mr Jennings, and Mr Man- 
fon, waited on Mr Pitt, and were politely received. Mr Rofe 
was prefent the whole time, and the lot falling to the worthy 
Alderman (Skinner) as Chaitman, to ‘opet the bufinefs, he 
did it, by acquainting Mr Pitt, that report$ both publicad 
private ftated, that he was’ friendly to thé fhopkeepers, ‘and 
would in the enfuing feffions repeal the fhop-tax. 

Mr Pitt, in reply, wifhed the Alderman to point out to him 
wherein it was oppreflive, and why it would not fall on the 
confumer. The Alderman direétly anfwered, that the tax ne- 
ver having yet been paid, it was impollible to {peak from‘expe- 
rience ; but the houfe-tax, which was fimilar to it, he could 
affure him, on the honour of a man, had never been attempted 
by any fhopkeeper whatever to be laid on the commodity fold ; 
and it was the general opinion of every fhopkeeper that he had 
converfed with on the fubject, that it would be impofhible to 
lay the prefent in any fhape on the confumer. Mr Pitt faid, 
he was by no means fatistied ; on which the Alderman pointed 
out to him, with great accuracy, the variety of hardfhips that 
fhopkeepers at prefent Iaboured under, owing to’ excefhve rents 
and taxes, and that from his own knowledge, by an accurate 
eftimate having been made, he was able to affure him, that the 
average of taxes paid in every ward in the city amounted alrea- 
dy to 14s. and 7d. halfpenny in the pound on the rent of the 
houfe, which was making a fhop of 1001. rent pay aanually 
1751.3 therefore he left him to judge, whether trade could 
flourifh under fuch oppreflion. 4 

Mr Rofe deftred to know, whether the land-tax was not 
cluded in that average? to which the Alderman replied in the

Mr Stock next addreffed the Committee, and in a fpeech 
which did him great honour, pointed out, that it had been in- 
duftrioufly propagated, with a view, no doubt, to hurt the bu- 
finefs, that the oppofition to the tax originated from party mo- 
tives, and a with to oppofe the Minifter more than the tax. 
Such a falfchood getting abroad, moft affuredly would prevent 
many perfons joining in the bufinefs ; therefore he trufted, that 
every thopkeeper prefent would deny the charge, and chear- 
fully fubfcribe to a motion which he jult then held in his 
hand, declaratory of their oppofition to the tax being founded 
folely on its injuftice, and not from any motives of party what- 
ever. With refpeét to rhe tax falling, as the Minilter faid, 
on the confumer, certainly it muft be falfe; for if it did, fo 
far from the fhopkeeper having reafon to complain, he might, 
od the contrary, rejoice, as he would be enabled to lay 40 
times as much on his cuftomer. 

As to the Minifter calling on the fhopkeepers to point out 
why it would not fall on the confumer, and thereby prove a ne- 
gative to his affertion, from the operation of a tax which was 
not yet put in force, it was to all intents and purpofes unfair and 
uncandid, as it required a kind of fophiftry which fhopkeepers 
were little accuftomed to; of courfe, not being able to fpeak 
of the operation of the fhop-tax, they had argued from analo- 
gy on the houfe-tax, which was a fimilar pound rate. 

The Minifter, he faid, on being told what the reports were 
of his intention to repeal the tax, very fréely and unreferved- 
ly declared, ** That he never had given authority to any pere 
“* fon whatever, to declare that he would either move, fecond, 
“ or agree to a repeal of the fhop-tax.”” Myr Stock faid, not- 
withftanding thefe words, he would not with the Meeting to 
wage war with either the Minifter or any of his friends, but 
perfevere firmly, and attempt to get a repeal on the grounds of 
the tax being heavy, partial, and oppreffive to one defcription 
of men, to the total exclufion of all others.
